• I have again been looking over 
a work on the A rt of Treatment of 
sick people by Dr. W. R. Houston 
(M acmillan) and I feel that the 
general classification of forms of 
treatment which he gives would 
be a good thing for the public 
to know. 
It seems to be, for instance, a 
fundamental belief ox the human 
mind that for every discase there 
is somewhere a definite cure, if 
only you could find it. I do not 
know why this should be a funda-

mental belief of the mind because 
there is no basis for it in experi­ 
ence. 
It probably springs from 
that unquenchable quality of hu­ 
man hope. And it is fostered by 
remarks such as “ My sister found 
the most wonderful doctor in a 
little city in Michigan this summer 
who cured her with rubbing and 
baths 
and 
manipulation.” 
Or, 
“The doctor cures me completely 
with his clectrotonic machine.” 
Unshakable belief in some sort 
of herb or tea is common knowl­ 
edge. And I must say the mem­ 
bers of the regular medical pro­ 
fession have fostered all this with 
their announcements of new in­ 
fallible remedies and talk about 
the great strides in medicine, so 
that we are inclined to think they 
can do anything. 


Seven Types of Treatment 


Well, now, Dr. Houston divides 
his forms of treatment into seven 
parts, and one of these is diseases 
that yield to specific treatment. 
In other words, the list of dis­ 
eases for which there is one real 
and certain remedy—a specific. 
It happens to be the shortest chap­ 
ter in the book, and the common 
diseases 
(not counting tropical 
discases) for which he has a spe­ 
cific remedy arc seventeen. 
Another point! There is a sec­ 
tion on diseases that yield largely 
to nursing care. Now I get let­ 
ters by the dozen from people who 
have one infallible remedy for the 
common cold — something to be 
taken by mouth. Yet here in a 
scientific treatise it is classified_ 


very wisely, according to my ex­ 
perience— as a disease that we 
must treat largely by nursing care 
—rest in bed, applications to the 
throat and chest, etc. 


Limiting Diseases 


Again, there is a chapter on 
diseases that impose a limitation 
upon the activities of life as a con­ 
dition of treatment. The people 
who have tljese diseases never 
seem to consider that. They think 
they can go on a diet or take some 
daily medicine and then go gaily 
on their way to a round of dinners 
or church socials, or card games 
or business grind, or long motor 
trips, without interfering with 
the treatment at all. Such a thing 
as resignation has entirely gone- 
out of modern life. People think 
the doctor should do all the work 
and that any limitation on their 
lives is a reflection on medical sci­ 
ence. Yet here it is put down as 
the primary condition of treat­ 
ment— in obesity, high blood pres­ 
sure, angina, chronic bronchitis, 
tuberculosis. 
Another chapter classifies cer­ 
tain 
diseases as conditions in 
which the treatment is tentative 
and experimental. In this section 
I 
notice, 
rather 
surprisingly, 
arthritis. But on thinking it over, 
I believe one of the most important 
things an arthritis patient can be­ 
gin to realize is that the treatment 
of arthritis is tentative— subject 
to change, and readjustment. No 
treatment of it is final. 
The longest section in the book 
is that on conditions in which the 
chief method of treatment is psy­ 
chological.
